The following is tho sermon in full: 


Ct was written icmc ago that the mem- 


ory of tho jnst is blessed; iho sacrod 
writers have rtono mnch to ennblo us to 
cherish aucb maraories. In this chaptei 
a lone procension oC ancient worthies ia 
made to pass before us, -while brief men - 
tion is mmlo of their faith and their tri- 
umphs. The only connection that the;- 
sustained one witu .nnothor, in most of 
tho instances given was tlist of acommou 
faith in God. They livc-u at different 
periods, in different places, and amid dif. 
ferent 
civilizations. Some before tho 


Jlood, and some lone after, some- under 
tho patriarchal institutions and . some 
under tho Mosaic, some in freedom and 
sozno m bondage, some learned and some 
unlearned, but nil were alike iii this that 
thev leaned upon their God, anil waited 
for His salvation. 


Beginning -with Abel, tlio aposllu pro- 


oeflds to mention Enoch, Noah, Abraham, 
Sarah, all groat representative characters 
in the walks of godlineas,- anil it is of 
them that He declares— 


"These nU died in JuitU." 


• Of thoir natural descendants according 
to tho flesh the" text affirm? uothing. 
Its scope and purpose is to give us in- 


formation concerning these codly per- 
sons in -whom faith had ita ubode and 
•wrought its wonders. The only persons 
who sat tor ther portraits before the in- 
spired artists to bb hung upon the walls 
in this sacred gallery, were illustrious ba- 
lievore. But though 
illustrious they 


wore not, in the points hore mentioned, 
specially unlike other godly people, and 
euoh as live in later ages. We f«el at 
liberty, therefore, to regard tho text a 3 
indicating four chicit peculiarities of the 
children of God, and in treating it to in- 
yito attention to these four distinguish- 
ing characteristics. 


I. Tho possessions in which they are 


chiefly intorostad are thoao embraced in 
divine promises. 


You may find.moii fanouch who are in- 


formed upon and interested iu the vari- 
ous kinds of recognized property. Some 
give their attention mainly to landed 
estates, aud know the force of all current 
terme respecting conveyances, titles, 
claims and securities. 


Others are well informed concerning 


stocks, and tho soundness of corporations 
and tho fluctuation in market raluea. 
Others still are skilled in merchandise, 
and can toll tho measure of demand, tlib 
sonrces oC supply, and the chances of 
gain. 


JEvory thread in tho complicated web 


of earthly affairs is watched by oyes that 
have been educated to follow it, and 
placed by hands that have been trained 
to handle it. Tho children ot Ibis world 
mini the things ot this worJd acd 
shkfply, each one for his gain fron'. his 
quarter. It is n distinguishing ;m»rk of 
worldly men, that they mind worldly 
things. 


.But tho children of tho kingdom have 


respect to the things oC the kingdom. 
They may indeed hol(! property like oth 
er men. Yet relatively not like other 
mou, for what other.meu hold as princi- 
pal, they hold as incidental, 


There is ft whole class of treasured 


of Tvhich worldlings uiako no account, 
but of winch Christians innlte chief ac- 
connt, Tho estates upon which the two 
classes place such diverse estimates, are 
those which aro secured to men only by 
the promiser of Ood. You may consult 
n'l the bdoktt of tho register of deeds and 
yon will find no mention of thera. Tho 
bible alone preserves to men (ho evidence 
of ownership. 


The unbeliever oaros not to invest ou 


snclj security. But tho child of faith holds 
thopromieo ot the covenant keeping God 


"' tho • best security possible. His 


desire therefore ia to secure this 


ail of possessions. The things ™hich 


God has promised aro to nim realities. 
Treasure in heaven is real treasure. Tho 
things which God hath prepared tor them 
that love him, have, in Ilia eyes, the 
most substantial value. 


To be rich toward God is tho highest 


order ot wealth. Give Him tiio note ot 
hand o£ tho Ono who owns all worlds and 
He Eslw no endorser, and no collater- 
als. 


You may not have considered how 


very unlike men aro jnst at this vital 
point,—how very different tboir estima- 
tion ot things which rest alone on tho 
bare promise ot God. ilost men want 
things which can bo seen, handled, 
weighed, measured, ov counted, things 
which havo value in tho markets ot this 
world. It in only tlio separated Tew who 
hold riches to he in the things unseen, 
and covcrod by no title save the promise 
oC God. But such is the judjttnont of 
the children ot the kingdom. 
JL'hey read 


the promises, thoy see the promised pos- 
sessions afar off, thoy aro persuaded of 
them, they embrace thorn, and are satis- 
fled with them. 


This leads us to say further ot tho 


children of tho kingdom that 'they ac- 
cept tho treasure which must ho waited 
tor, rather than ono ot less value,. with 
immediate possession. Thoy have not 
received the promises but only seen 
thera afar off. But thoy ara so persuaded 
ot 
the 
Qvaluo 
ot 
them 
that 


they aro content to wait. James tells us 
of the husbandman, that lie waiteth for 
the precious fruits ot tiio earth and hath 
long paticnco, until ho receives tho early 
and tho latter rain. 


Set before your thought two men, each 


of which bus ono bushel ot wheat, one 
says, 1 m:iet enjoy whatever good this 
can yield rue at once; so ho grinds his 
wheat, converts it into loaves ot bread 
and eats it up as fast na appetite craves. 
Tho other says, by casting this upon the 
ground and covering it out ot my sight, 
end making shirt though, much self-de- 
nial to wait out tho time, I shall have 
twanty, possibly even thirty buslo'j" at 
the distant Buaivcsl. 
Christ speutas ot 


men who forsake present pleasures, and 
present gams tor his sake and tho gos- 
pel's, and reaping as largely as an • hun- 
dred told at tho rcsurection ot tho jnst. 
]Dives was a man who would havo his1 
portion at ones. Luzanm was one of the 
patient waiters. After a little, tho good 
things ot Dives wore all gone, and over- 
lasting poverty settled upon his floul, 
while, after a little, the tho evil things ot 
Lazarus wore till gone, and ho inherited 
everlasting riches. Tho children of faith 
know that they ciui afiord to wait, that 
estates in reversion are- better than es- 
tate* in hand, that a homestead on the 
new earth and.under the now heavens is 
of such transcendent valna that they can- 
not fail to bo gainers, though they oven 
wait long for it. 
• Let me not bo understood as repre- 
senting that tho good things ot the Chris- 
tian, aro all postponed to the world to 
como. Godliness is not improfitaqlo for- 
the life that now in. 
Thcso who make 


Christ their portion often enjoy much 
with him in Una present lifo. 
\Vhon we 


speak.ot tho worldling's portion as a 
present good, and of tho Christians por- 
tion as a future good, we of cours? have 
reference to tho msjn bulk. 
With the 


j Christian, the earnest is hero, the full in- 
1 heritanco there. There is manna iu the 
desert, but tnilk and honey in Canaan, 
the first fruits hero the ftill harvest liero- 
aftcr. 


It remains true therefore that wo walk 


by faith aud not by sight, but it is not 
true thnt walking by faith is starving by 
iho way. It is grace now and ginry af- 
terward,—pocket money Cor tho presont, 
a full treasury iu the future. 
' 


Bnt the main, broad distinction is tins, 


men of the world gratify their appetites 
und desires, making present good their 
chief interest, while tho servants of Goil, 
rule their desires and -accept as tlinir 
chief portion a good which lies ia tlio 
world to come, They see it nfftr oft" and 
embrace it, and hold back the outgoings 
of desire and school tho soul co patience. 


III. Another characteristic ot the god- 


ly, indicated in our text is that their ex- 
pectations in the future exert a real prac- 
tical influence upon their presont life. 
They ''confessed that thoy wero strangers 
and pilgrims on the earth." This present 
evil world iu not1' the Christians homo. 
To this tact his ways on earth nre to bear 
testimony. There is u very observable 
difference between tho bearing ot a citi- 
zen and that ot a passing traveler. 
You 


have no need to watch a man long to de- 
termine whether he lives in town or is 
only journeying through it; you gather 
that he is at home, or that he is a stran- 
ger, by his walk on the street, by his in- 
terest in the buildings and tho onsinoss 
about him, by his conversation, by his 
intercourse with the people, by his chosoii 
themes.ol inquiry and discourse, by his 
disposition to remain or move ou. 


A pilgrim will sap such things as de- 


clare plainly that ho seeks a country, 
He whose citizenship is in heaven will 
never be fully at homo until lie reaches 
heaven. Especially nt times will he be- 
come homesick, and look away with 
manifest longings toward tho city ot his 
habitation. 
We do not mean that a 


Christian will bo unwilling to make the 
journey, and go about complaining that 
lie is no'; at home, bnt be mean this, that 
while content to be a traveler, ho will be 
noticeably different from « resident. 


It cannot be that ono whoso treasure is 


iaid up in heaven, should be, in his lifo, 
altogether like one whoso treasure is on 
tho earth, tor where tho treasure is there 
is tho heart also, and where the heart has 
gone thither do tho oyes aud tho feet, 
and the tongue follow. Tna Samaritans 
saw that tho toco ot Jesus was set as 
though he would go to Jerusalem, and 
tney know at once that ha was no Samar- 
itan. 


A religion which has only its theoreti- 


cal side, wnich concerns itselt only .with 
the articles ot faith, r.nd loavesltho wholo 
domain ot practical lite as it was before, 
may by that simple fact bo condemned as 
spurious. . 


The true Christian religion cannot bo 


?ent up in nn orthcdox creed, it will 
arouk out, ami traverse tha fields of dully 
activity. 
A ruan'a lying down and his 


rising up, his going out, iracl his coming 
in, his ep.ting and drinking, his buying 
and selling, his promising und^frdlilliug, 


borrowing and lending, his giving and 


receiving, will nil bo tiujed at least by 
tiia religion, it it be genuine. . This set- 
tlement of questions which lire constant- 


loving trust throughout all tho ages. Tho 
stinfir ot death is sin, and from em be- 
lievers ara delivered by the blood of 
atonement, and so it comes to pass that 
tho child of God even m his dying hour 
can shout in triumph, "Oh, death where 
is thy sting? Oh, gravo whpvo is thy vic- 
tory '!"

TJieso, then are- tho distiugnishing pecu- 
liarities ot the children of the kingdom. 
Tho poseosaioitfl 
which interest them 


raost are those which aro guaranteed by 
ilivino promises; thoy iiceopt tho treas- 
T,res-which must be waited Tor, in prefer- 
ence to those cit less value with immedi- 
ate possession; their expectations in tho 
lite to como o'ievt a real aud practical in- 
fluence upon the'ir present life, and their 
prospects in iha fntiiro all'ord them sub- 
stantial and timely support in the hour of 
death. 


How gro.'itly then do they dill'er Irpm 


men of thd world, who havo their portion 
m this li'c! Nor is it the vetoraus of a 
long warfare alone who stand undaunted 
before the king of terrors. The God of 
grnco is able to cut short Jiin work in 
righteousness. -Tho young disciple may 
just as gloriously triumph as may the 
way-worn pilgrim. Not long experience, 
but great taith brought the victory. Ste- 
phen, who had been but tor a few years 
in tho service of Christ, stood at death's 
door with a taco radiant like unto the 
faco ol! an angel. Amid tho wildost tu- 
mult he gently "toll asleep" oven as a 
child does in its mother's arms.

dron of God wo havo sketched the sub- 
stantial history ot the beloved -sister in 
whoso memory this service is held'. Bho 
too, died m faith, embracing tho prom- 
ises. This wo aQiroi not so ranch on tho 
testimony ot her dying words, as on the 
record ot her foregoing life. What she 
would have spoken in her last hours had 
sho known that tho end was so near, wo 
can ocly inter frrni what she was. and 
what she had before said. She oherished, 
tor tho most ot tho time, au expectation 
ot recovery oven until tho last day of 
life. But with that hope'not extinguished 
sho yet spoke of her possible departure 
and of her firm hold upon tho verities 
beyond the vail. The story ot her life 
covering a porioa ot a little more than 
twenty-eight years, it it has f ow things re- 
markable, has many things • that aro in- 
teresting and instructive. Born in tho 
oity ot Troy, N. Y., sho was brought nt 
au early age to this city, wherein most of 
hor lito was spout. To a natarally ami- 
able disposition sho early adde'd tho tha 
superior graces of a simple pioty. When 
but sixteen years of ago sho made open 
profession of faith in Christ.' Tho sin- 
cerity of that profession was most amply 
proved by the earnestness of hor entrance 
upon the duties of a christi in life. Fovr 
young persons, and cspeci. ly young la- 
dies, bear testimony with i .eir voico to 
tho excellency ot thoir Savior, and thoir 
determination to servo him; and that in 
tho assembly of His people, with sticu 
holy boldness and mr.ch inspiring earnest- 
ness as did sho. And what sho professed 
iu the church sho maintained m her daily 
walks. So faithful was she that she came 
to bo very highly prized by her pastor

the speech of a Gililean will betray him. 
His choice of companions, ot employ- 
ments, of entertcinments, his treatment 
of the sabbath, the church and tho sanc- 
tuary, bis selections of books and period 
icals, the use ot his time, and very, many 
other things which lie open to tho obser- 
vation of those about him will bo regu- 
lated by his religion, it he lias within him 
tho true religion of tho biblo. 


I say not.tliat all of religion should iio 


iu a regulated life. It is becoming pop- 
ular in these days to account it a matter 
of indifference to what system, ot doctrine 
a mini adheres provided his lite bo up- 
right. To this we object, Ur«t, that 
belief is to life what roots aro to tho visi- 
ble parts of the tree, and second, that 
the same inspired volume which enjoins 
holy life with e<iualstrenuousness insists 
on belief ot truth. Obedience to God 
just as much includes tho nccoptancn of 
revealed doctrines, us it docs the obser- 
vance of revealed precepts, and wo have 
no .right to put asunder, what God has 
joined together. By both then, by sound 
belief, and by holy life does true religion 
declare itself. But the text leads to the 
spocial mention ot unworldly bearing in 
tho heaveu-bonnd pilgrim. 


Ho is in tho world, but manifestly not 


okthe world. He movts along its dusty 
road, as oua whoso Home lies far away. 
Hi« pilgrim song is : 


" Here in tlie body iient 
Absent from him 1 roa:n. 
i'ot niehtly pitch my inovint' lent 
,\ day d march nearer homo. ' 


Now, says the Apostle, "they desire a 


bettor country, that in an heavenly where- 
fore God is not ashamed to bo called 
their God, for no hath prepared for them 
a oity." 
IV Tho remaining characteristic ot 


the godly, covered by our text, is thot 
thoir prospects tor the f nture afford them 
great support in death. 
"These all died 


m taith." 
We may call 'a good man's 


burial, "the last ot earth it wo will, but it 
is not tho last ot him. Death is the gate 
of endless life. 
Ho who dies in faith 


does not regard'his being- as about to 
cease. Neither does he regard his con- 
dition as about to become worse, but al- 
together the reverse of this.

What are tho prospects of tho Christian 


at tho gate ot dnrth? 
That he ia about 


to so, not from, but to, hia chiet estates, 
not away [from all his friends, but into 
tho midst ot the largest number ot them, 
not from tho hjht |ot day into perpetual 
death shade, but out of twilight into 
noontide glory. 
Think not of a dying 


Christian as one, setting forth on a long 
journey, as ono exchanging tho security 
of home tor. the perils ot travel, but rath- 
er as one just putting off tho worn san- 
dals and dropping the pilgrim staff, as ho 
ends the journey, and stops across the 
threshold of his own loved homo. 


Think not of the dying Christian as onp 


jast weighing anchor, and spreading sail 
with all the uncertainties ot a voyago de- 
pressing his spirits, but rather aa ono just 
furling sail, and dropping anchor, and 
full ot gratitude t:iatthe perils of tho sea 
aro ended. 
Is it o day of gloom to the long tossed 


mariner, .when thn hills :f his loved coun- 
try rise slowly to view, us it out ot tho 
sen, and the spires of a long sought city 
begin to gleam in tho sunlight, and when 
at length bo begins to distinguish tho 
faces and hear tho voices ot waiting 
friends? It he ever knows a glad day is 
it not the day of his sa!elanding? 


Those all died in faith, cot in despair, 


not in doubt, not as those who expect 
soon to hear the words, "depart ye 
cuised," but "Como yo blessed." Not as 
those iwho say to their jewels .as Madame 
Kachel, of 1'rance, is reported to havo 
said, "Must|I thus leave you?" [but 
liko Paul, instead, "Hence'i : !i thcro is 
laid-up for meaorown of riniurouauess." 
Who shall measure the support iu death, 
which comes to the soul through faith 
in Christ? "There ia none liko unto tho 
God or Jeehnruu," >rt|Hb rideth upon tho 
beayoM la thy h;-lp. niui in Ilia excellency 
on tha i-ky.'. Tin: Mcriinl .God is thy 


mleriieath urn tho everlast- 


ing ariiiH." Uucoiiuh'd <•> i-erionccs sus- 
tain this rtipveoentalion. The people ot 
God havo been borne up in tho evbrlast- 
ing arms, not iu rare instances and ex-

Willing to be known by (ill 


hor associate as o follower ot Christ, sho 
avoided many temptations into whioh 
person.i of loss decision are liable to fall. 
Sho honored her Savior and ho comforted 
hor. 


Iu ]STS sho became the devoted wife 


of ono who now goes in sadness to weep 
at her grave; and in 1SS1 sho became tko 
mother ot tho dear child whom it was 
so hard to leave behind as sho ascended 
to her heavenly home. In tho roepon- 
Bible relations of wifoliood and mother- 
hood sho was characterized by the same 
loyalty to God as had graced her maiden- 
hood. Conscientious, tender, true to her 
Sav.or and to her loved onos, sho lived 
a:>d died, yen. <3;od in faith and in tho 
sustaining hope ot a blessed immortality. 
It pleased hor Lord to tako her thus early 
to himsolf^and it only remains for us to 
bow submissively and say, "Thy will, oh 
God, 
bo done.'' She has certainly not 


Jived in vain.it' it wore only totoaoh oth- 
ers tho power of Christian faith to sustain 
the aonl amid tho .withering of earthly 
hopes. To surrender ail that is dear on 
onrth, without a murmur, to leave a largo 
circle ot loving friends in cheerful bope 
ot 
meeting thorn again in a better
